He ^as 
become famous for his preying on the 
Colorado potato beetle, and no less 
than one-tenth of tlie total food it con- 
sumes has t'oen proved to l>e the pota- 
to beetle. It attacl>s the encumber bee- 
tle. It has proved an active enemy of 
the Rocicy mountain locust during that 
Insecf s rainons inrasions. and among 
the other pest it consumes are the 
spring and fall cankerworms, orchard 
and forest tent caterpillars, tussock, 
gypsy and brown tail moths, plam ctir- 
culio, army worm and cinch bag. In 
fact. It attacks the worst Mendea of 
agriculture. 

The cardinal or redbtrd speHes 
ranees from southern Mexico, Lower 
California and Arizona north to luwa 
and Ontario and east to the Atlantic 
coast. They are pcrm.nnent residents, 
spending the summer and winter in 
the same locality. It ha« been claim- 
ed that they pull sprouting grain, but 
no evidence of damage to either grain 
or other crops is shown from over r>iXt 
I ezaminatlous. On the contrary, they 
' do much good. They feed on locosts. 
periodical cicada, the Colorado potato 
beetle, the rose chafer, cotton worm.

Some oxpeii- 
meuts are now being conducted in a 
small way to determine tbe value of 
the meal for more extended use. 
There seems little reason why when 
proix riy milled it should not be used 
in much the same manner as corn- 
meal. Throughout Africa, India and 
the other parts of southern and east- 
ern Asia, where theie crops are large- 
ly grown, tliey are not only common- 
ly used as human food, but in many 
countries they ftimlsh the chief arti- 
cle of diet.

While the sweet potatoes grown in 
the north do not develop the sweet- 
ness and quality of the New Jersey or 
more southern product, one can still 
raise a pretty fair article.

"But In considering alfalfa tbe re- 
turn from the crop is not the only 
consideration, it adds greatly to tbe 
richness of the soil. It takes nitrogen 
from the air and istores it np In large 
quauties for future crops. It is a pro- 
tein feed and promises to solve the 
cheap feed problems on the high 
priced lands of the middle west. 
Farmers in this locality must have 
cheap feed if they are to raise live 
stock at a profit.

A matter of prime Importance in 

laying tile for drainage of wet laud la 
that of getting an even grade or fall 
to the mtek. says Pwfa—y M. B. 8her- 
win In the Prog waif > Wmnatr and 

Gazette. ^ 

If the tile in^ the bottom forma a 
waving line or change from a given 
grade to a gnde less steep, there may 

always be expected au acoumulatioa 
of silt due to the less rapid flow of 
water within the tile which will drain. 

Silt basins may be put in to admit of 
cleaning out tliis material at intervals, 
but just as far as poaaible the deposit 
of it should be prevented by getting 
an even grade so that there is no tend- 
encj- for acciiiuulatiiMi. 

This even grade may be obtained l>y 
the nse of a very simple ^ece of ap- 
paratus, one Willi h any farmer can 
easily make and use. 

Talie a piece of 1 by H Inch pine 
tHMird. A, sixteen feet long. Paatm 
securely to the ends of this two pieces, 
B [J. ear li nine fe.H long, and liavo 
them meet above the middle of the 
piece A. The Joint at C may be made 
by lapping tbe ends. .>r the eu'ls may 
be eut slaniing so that they tit Ui» 
against eacli utber, being held by a 
fmali strip nailed acn^is on either side. 
A fourth strip. D. should be fastened 
as iii(lirat(>(l to B B. two inches above 
board A. A plumb bob will now be 
hnng from a book at the Joint C by a 
ple'-e of fine iron or <'op|ier wire so 
that it will hang within six inches of 
the groand. 

Now get the piece A level (this is 
impurranti and mark the place on D 
where the wire bangs. BlocU one end 

Of A up from tbe floor ooe-balf inch

^ THE CUTWORM PEST. 
While evi worms do more damage 

duriuK the month of May than later, a 
suggestion or two now relative to pre- 
venting damage by them will not be 
out of place. In no aeason tliat the 
writer can rememl)er has the damage 
in the north central states ln-fu so 
heavy as that which has l>eeu iudicted 
on farmers and gardeners within the 
past few weeks. Not only has corn 
ou sod grouinl been badly riddled aud 
had to be replanted, bnt even worse 
havoc has been wrought lu the town 
and country garden patch. One 
gardener in spujikiiiir of the matter 
the other day said that of 1.000 cab- 
bage plants which he had set out the 
cutworms p>t all hi:t two. So vora- 
cious are they that they have even at- 
tacked potato vines. Two things may 
be done to prevent damage. The stalks 
of transplanted stnlf Dke cabbages and 
tomatoes may he protected by wrap- 
ping them w ith a coaple of thicknesses 
of newspaper, allowing the paper to 
extend an inch below and an inch and 
a half above the surface of the ground. 
To poison the worms moisten tean 
with a solution made by adding one 
ounce of paris green to four or five 
gallons of water and thinly scatter 
while moist close to tbe stems or 
stalks of the planta to be protected. 
The worms are also very fond of green 
clover or alfalfa, aud if thLs is wet 
in the poison solution and rimllarly 
placed it makes an e.vcellent extermina- 
tor. .V garden that is thoroughly hoed 
or ( ultivated will not -anfrer as much 
damage as one that is not while a 
further advantage ,18 that the worms 
may be killed as they are thrown to 
the surface.

A PURE BRED SIRE LEAGUE. 
The dciiartment of animal husbandry 
of tbe University of Wisconsin has 

lately set afoot » campaiim that is de- 
serving of publicity. It aims at the 
organization of a nation wide' pore 
brnl sire league, a voluntary. non- 
Incorporated association, of which any 
})ersoii may heccme a menil'er by own 
ing aud using a pure bred sire in the 
production of any of the several kinds 
of farm animals. The purpose of the 
organization, as sugj:e.sted. is the im- 
provement of the live stn. k <<( the 
country by the use of pure bred, reg- 
istered sires in place of those of grade, 
srrnb or mnn-rel breeding. Those who 
Join the league pledge themselves so 
tar as is possible to use pore bred 
sires, to advocate the gi-noral use of 
such sires, to work for the improve- 
ment of pure bred sires along the Hue 
of breed character and Individual e!t- 
cellence and. lastly, to discourage the 
use of grade, mongrel or scrub sires or 
sires and dams of wiuitever breeding 
that are diseased or unsound in any 
way. The iniiimvi nient in ihe bree.l 
ing and ctiaracter of all kinds of farm 
animals has been marked in the past 
few years, and theie is reason to be- 
lieve that an organization .such as the 
above will do much toward helping 
the good work along.

The chief lack in the system of ac 
counts kept on the average farm is 
the uncertaint.v relative to the cost of 
prodtu tiou. It's an easy matter to fig- 
ure out the receipts fr -m a crop of 
amall grain, corn, potatoes or hay at 
ao much per bushel oi- ton or of live 
stock at a given priie per hundred- 
weight, but not so simple a matter to 
figure exact cost of production, includ- 
ing the Items of preparation and cul- 
tivation of soil, tlie cost of liar\<--t- 
iug. storage, interest on investment, 
deterioration in equipment, etc. Yet 

it is only by keei)iiis; t il) on these and 
a poi'd many other iteijas that makes 
it possible for tbe farm owner to know 
whether his seasnn's uperatious have 
been really frotitable or not. It will 
take some time and attention to keep 
a set of farm liooks simply, yet it is 
well worth while that one may know 
just where he stands— what operations 
have been profitable and what follow- 
ed at a loss.
